CONSTITUTION OF BOAED OP DOMESTIC MISSIONS- 

Article 1. This Board shall be denominated and known as 
the Board of Domestic Missions of the South G-eorgia Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Art. 2. The object of this Board is to co-operate with the 
parent Missionary Board of the M. E. Church, South, in sup- 
port of Missions, especially within the territory occupied by 
this Conference. 

Art. 3. The officers of the Board shall consist of a President, 
two Yiee Presidents, Treasurer, Secretary, and twelve Mana- 
gers, who shall be chosen quadrenniall}’’ by the South Georgia 
Conference. The Managers shall consist of seven members of 
' the Conference, and five Laymen. In case of vacancy by 
death, resignation, o^* otherwise, the Board shall fill such 
vacancy subject to confirmation by the Conference. 

Art. 4. The President, and in his absence, one of the Yice 
Presidents, shall preside at all meetings of the Board, and in 
the absence of the President and both Yice Presidents, the Board 
may elect a Chairman for the time being. 

Art. 5. Five members of the Board shall constitute a quorum. 

Art. 6. The Treasurer shall take charge of all the funds and 
property of the Board subject to the order of the Board, and 
shall make an accurate and full report annually of all the 
receipts and disbursements of the Board, to the South Georgia 
Annual Conference. 

Art. 7. The Secretary shall keep a full and complete record 
of the proceedings of the Board, and make the Annual Eeport 
of the Board. 

Art. 8. As soon as in their discretion is most practicable, 
after entering on their work, the preachers shall take up a 
collection by cash and subscription, and forward the money to 
the Treasurer of the Board. 

Art. 9. One-tenth of all the collections so made for Domestic 
> Missions shall be transmitted to the Treasurer of the parent 

Board, as the Discipline directs. 

Art. 10. There shall be an annual meeting of the Board at 
the time and place of the Annual Conference, in aid of Missions.

ANNUAL EEPOET OF THE BOAED OF MANAGEES 
OF DOMESTIC MISSIONS FOE THE SOUTH 
GEOEGIA CONFEEENCE. 

The Hawkinsville Mission was served the present year by J. 
J. Morgan, who reports : Three appointments, 98 members, 3 
Sabbath-schools, 25 officers and teachers, 170 pupils. The 
Mission is in a highly prosperous condition, and its continuance, 
as at present organized, is earnestly desired. 

The Oclocknee Mission has three appointments, two of which 
were served by T. J. Colquitt, and one by E. F. Evans. The 
Missionaries served without compensation from the work, but 
the Mission has paid $75 to the Presiding Elder. One house of 
worship has been erected, and two Sabbath-schools organized. 
Altogether, the Mission has encouraging prospects for the 
future. 

The Burke Colored Mission has been discontinued, the mem- 
bers having united with the African Methodist Church. 

The Darien and McIntosh Mission is reported by the Presi- 
ding Elder as without a minister during the greater part of the 
present year. It is considered important that the Mission 
should be continued and properly provided for, as there is no 
minister of any denomination in the county. 

Doctortown Mission was served by M. H. Fielding, who 
reports 8 appointments, 130 white members ; 7 added to the 
church, 1 local preacher ; 2 adults and 6 children baptized. 
Paid for the support of the Mission, $142 68. 

The Ohoopee Mission was served by B. E. L. Timmons, who 
reports 9 appointments, 7 of which were added during the year. 
There are no churches in the bounds of the Mission, nevertheless, 
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the missionary estimates the attendance upon public worship at 
two thousand. 

The Harris Colored Mission was served by F. M. T. Brannon, 
who reports the work in a flourishing condition at the com- 
mencement of the year, but by the interference of political 
agitators, the colored people have become alienated from us, 
and for several months, have been indifferent to the ministry 
of the Word. The missionary thinks the appointment of a 
colored pastor desirable. 

The Irwin Mission was served by E. B. Finley, who reports 
5 churches, 105 white members, 1 local preacher, 15 qolored 
members ; 2 infants and 12 adults baptized, 40 members added 
to the church. Two new churches have been built during the 
year, and the Mission is considered to be in a prosperous con- 
dition. Paid toward the support of the missionary, $63 00. 
There are 2 Sabbath-schools with 216 pupils and teachers. 

Upatoi Mission was served by W. W. Tidwell, who reports 
404 white, and 25 colored members ; 10 infants and 45 adults 
baptized ; 75 additions to the church ; 3 Sabbath-schools. Paid 
to the missionary, $170 25. The Mission is in a prosperous 
condition. 

, Grirard and Wesley Chapel Mission was served by J. E. Lit- 
tlejohn, who reports 2 churches, 104 white, and 62 colored mem- 
bers ; 2 Sabbath-schools, 31 officers and teachers, 200 pupils, and 
about 500 Sabbath-school books. The missionary reports the 
Mission in a prosperous condition. Paid to the missionary, 
109 45. 

Flint Eiver Mission was served by K. H. Andrews, who 
reports three appointments, one organized church, which has 
paid $30 00 toward the support of the missionary. This Mis- 
sion embraces a^ field which has been, in a great measure, 

' entirely destitute of the institutions of the Grospel. The 
missionary states that there are many grown persons in 
the bounds of this work, who have never heard a sermon 
preached until the past year. Whole families have walked 
from five to nine miles to attend public worship. Sabbath- 
schools have been organized, and about 120 pupils have received 
instruction. Upon the whole, the Mission is considered pros- 
perous. 

Eeviewing these statistics from our Domestic field, we find 33 
places of worship reported ; 841 white, and 102 colored mem- 
bers ; 18 infants and 59 adults baptized ; 122 additions to the 
church ; 10 Sabbath-schools, 642 teachers and pupils, and 
$590 38 contributed by the Missions tow-ard their own support. 
How far these returns indicate a healthy or deranged state of 
our Missionary operations, the Board of Managers are not pre- 
pared at present, to state, although we feel that we cannot urge 
too strongly upon the church, at large, the duty of providing 
the Grospel of the grace of G-od as far as in us lies, for all classes 
and conditions of people in our own borders. As ministers, we 
should make careful inquisition into all parts of our territory, 
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and where we find great destitution existing, which we cannot 
ourselves supply, we should call attention to the facts, and 
make known the necessities -of the people at the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Board of Managers.

3. That the M. E. Church, South, is under strong obligations 
to liquidate the Missionary Debt, and the members of the South 
Georgia Conference hereby pledge themselves to renewed effort 
in that direction.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article 1. This Society shall be known as the Sunday-school 
Society of the South Georgia Conference of the M. E. Church, 
South. 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to supervise the 
general interests of Sunday-schools within the bounds of this 
Conference, to devise ways and means for furnishing books to 
destitute Sabbath-schools, to suggest the best means of con- 
ducting Sunday schools, and to do all in its power to increase 
the interest of our people in this most important agency of the 
Church. 

Art. 3. The officers of this Society shall be a President, two 
Yice Presidents, Secretarj’^, Treasurer and twelve Managers, 
who shall be chosen by the South Georgia Annual Conference. 
The Managers shall consist of seven members of the Conference 
and five laymen. (Said officers to be perm'anent.) In case of 
vacancy, occasioned by death or otherwise, the Society shall 
fill such vacancy subject to confirmation by the Conference. 

Art. 4. At all meetings of the Society, the President, and in 
his absence, one of the Yice Presidents, shall preside. 

Art. 5. If any of the officers or Managers of this Society 
absent himself from two successive meetings, without a satis- 
factory excuse, his place shall be declared vacant, and the 
Society proceed to fill the vacancy. 

Art. 6. There shall be an annual meeting of the Society at 
the time and place of holding the South Georgia Conference, 
and there shall be an Anniversary of the Society on Friday 
night of the Conference, at which shall be presented a report 
of the Board of Managers, the Treasurer’s report, and addresses 
from such persons as may be selected by the officers and Board 
of Managers. 

Art. 7. The payment of one dollar shall constitute annual 
membership in the Society ; and ten dollars a life membership. 

Art. 8. The Treasurer shall take charge of all moneys or 
property belonging to the Society and shall hold them subject 
to the order of the Board. He shall make an annual report of 
his receipts and disbursements to the Conference. 
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Art. 9. The Secretary shall keep a record of all proceedings 
of the Society. 

Art. 10. Five members of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Art. 11. This Constitution shall not be changed without the 
consent of a majority of the Conference present and voting. 

Resolved^ That each preacher in charge be required to take 
up a collection for the S. S. Society, in the month of February 
or March, and forward the same to the Treasurer of said Society, 
to whom all applications for books for destitute Sabbath-schools 
shall be made. 



FINANCIAL MATTEKS. 

Financial Board. — Joseph S. Key, D. E. McWilliams, T. T.

PLAN FOE DETEEMINING CLAIMS, &c., ADOPTED BY 
THE CONFEEENCE. 

Resolved, That the claims of superannuated preachers be grad- 
uated from eight years’ service and upwards, and the claims of 
widows and orphans, as follows, subject to the discretion of the 
Board according to modifying circumstances : 

Eight years, $300, increasing twenty-five dollars annually 
until the twentieth year, when it will amount to $600 ; the last 
of which shall be the amount for any length of time over twen- 
ty years. 

Resolved, That the claims of widows and orphans be estima- • 
ted as follows : widows with children shall have the full claims of 
their respective husbands ; and three or more children, whose 
parents are both dead, shall have the full claim of their respec- 
tive fathers also. When the widow and only one child survive, 
the claims to be diminished 33^ per cent., and children’s claims 
to cease at 16 years of age. A single superannuate, or widow 
without children, to be subject to a discount of 50 per cent., and 
widows’ claims to cease upon intermarriage. The widow and 
children of a deceased preacher — a minister of this Conference — 
to have 8150 for the third year, and the amount to be increased 
825 for each year’s service up to eight years.

EDUCATIONAL. 

Standing Committee on Education. — E. H. Myers, J. O. A. 
Cook, K. W. Dixon, C. P. Jones, James Jackson, W. H. Kobin- 
son, A. H. Colquitt, Joseph S. Key, John W. Burke. 
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THE EEPOET ON EDUCATION, 

After some general remarks on the subject, says: The two 
Conferences in Georgia have combined to keep up two Institu- 
tions of high grade-:— one for each sex. The fortunes of these, 
if our efforts are not divided and frittered away on local enter- 
prises, ought to be assured. These two, made unsurpassable in 
all the appointments of a superior education, ought to be enough 
of this high grade for our Church in the State, as it will require 
all the patronage they can command to bring them to the high- 
^ est perfection. 

But feeders to these Institutions are wanted ; and there should 
be Academies and High Schools at many points. It is worthy 
of consideration Jby the District-meetings, whether they cannot 
get up at some central and eligible point in each District, a 
High School — one for each sex, or a mixed school, with patron- 
age co-extensive with the District, and under the control of a 
Board, representing each charge in its bounds. And again : it 
should be considered by every separate Methodist congrega- 
tion, where there are children to be educated, if they cannot 
establish and keep up a school for themselves and for their poor. 
Every city Church should sustain one or more teachers for its 
poor ; and where the Church cannot pay much, its female mem- 
bers who are able to perform the service, should unite and, by 
turns, give gratuitous instruction to all who need it. The time 
has come when the talent of every member of the Church must 
be utilized and turned to good account — even if it cost self-de- 
nial and sacrifice — or else the activity of satan and his indus- 
trious emissaries will have so corrupted the young in our towns 
and cities, that the gospel will never reach them. Education 
of the paupers and outcasts of society — gratuitous, by the 
Church, or by its Christian women — must become general, or 
their progress will be only downward — bad in the beginning, 
growing worse continually. 

Nor will the spirit of true Christian philanthropy pass by the 
children of Africa. Where it can be done, our Church should 
extend to them such aid as will dissipate their ignorance and 
make them useful and trustworthy in their several relations to 
society ; and we would press their claims upon all in our Church 
who are in circumstances to aid their efforts to gain knowledge. 

The Eeport then adverts to the Institutions at Talbotton, 
Bainbridge and Thomasville, and it was resolved to place these 
Institutions under the charge of the District-meeting in their 
respective Districts. The following resolutions were adopted : 

Mesolved, That this Conference requests and directs the Trus- 
tees, who have been instructed to convey Fletcher Institute and 
the Bainbridge Female College to this body — to convey the 
titles to Boards appointed for the District-meeting of the Pre- 
siding Elder s District in which these Institutions may be situa- 
ted and that the P. E. be charged with the duty of bringing 
this resolution to the notice of the District-meeting.

Resolved^ That we recommend the District-meetings to pro- 
vide, if possible, for the expansion of one or both of these Insti- 
tutions into a District School of high grade ; or otherwise to 
dispose of this property in such way as shall best promote the 
cause of Education in our Church. 

EMORY COLLEGE. 

Among the educational agencies of our Church this Institu- 
tion of learning for young men, stands pre-eminent. For thirty 
years, amid all changes, it has been a shining light in our land, 
and has sent forth many ripe scholars and polished minds to 
bless the Church and the world. These epistles are known and 
read of all men. The pulpit, the bar and the legislative assem- 
blies have all shared in the opulence of her contributions. No 
words of ours, however, can add a ray to her crown of glory. 
We can only earnestly commend her to the approbation and 
patronage of our people. 

We regret that the late accomplished President felt it his duty 
to resign and leave us for a distant State ; but we rejoice to know 
that his mantle has fallen upon one so worthy and well quali- 
fied as Dr. L. M. Smith. We also chronicle with pleasure the 
election of Eev. J. O. A. Clark, an able scholar and divine, to 
the Professorship of Latin. 

We cordially approve and heartily recommend the Plan inau- 
gurated by Bishop Pierce and adopted by the Board of True- ' 
tees, for the endowment of the College. We hope that this 
Plan will meet with continued favor and be crowned with com- 
plete success. 

As this institution of learning is absolutely essential to our 
Church, and especially for the supply of an educated ministry 
among us, we propose for adoption the following resolutions : 

Is^ Resolved, That we heartily recommend Emory College to 
the continued favor and patronage of our people, and that we 
Will do all in our power to sustain it, and will push to comple- 
tion the Plan of Endowment. 

2d. Resolved, That the Board of Trustees be respectfully re- 
quested to establish a Professorship of Biblical and Theological 
Literature. 

3tZ. Resolved, That the Bishop be requested to appoint an 
Agent for Emory College. 

THE WESLEYAN FEMALE COLLEGE, 

The Alma Mater of so many daughters of Methodism — now 
among the noblest women of the land — has felt the evils of the 
times — but yet she nobly sustains her high reputation. She 
has for nearly 30 years been a guide and leader in the cause of 
female education. Scores of the daughters of our preachers, 
and perhaps hundreds of beneficiaries have been taught in her 
halls. Even now, some thirty young ladies — ten of them preach- 
ers’ daughters — are receiving education without charge for 
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tuition. This Institution deserves our highest confidence, not 
only because it gives an education of the highest grade, but with 
it, a religious training, that has had the happy effect of sending 
back into society, as zealous Methodists, nearly all the pupils 
given up to the sole guidance of the Faculty, as inmates of their 
College family. 

This College has a high claim upon the Church ; and all its 
reasonable demands should be met. The disasters of the times 
have reduced it to a low income ; and the Committee think that 
its interests and those of the Church have imposed on it the 
necessity of making another appeal for aid to a fostering public. 
The buildings and grounds need repair and' improvement. For 
our daughters’ sakes, this is needed. In their names we would 
•arnestly appeal to the Church to add more and more to the 
value of the Institution, by liberal donations for its improve- 
ment. 

The Committee think that this Conference should recommend 
to the Trustees to inaugurate at an early day, an Association 
of 200 or more friends, patrons and alumnae of the Institution, 
who shall give (say) $10 a year to it, for the next five years. 
A fund thus gradually raised and expended on the College, its 
premises, its Library, Cabinets and Apparatus, will repay the 
Church many fold ; and we believe that, in this way, the fund 
can be obtained. We would offer the following resolution ; 

Resolved, That the Methodist public has just cause for gratu- 
lation in having so noble an Institution as the Wesleyan Female 
College, under the fostering care of their Church — and that as 
a body of ministers, we will sustain it in every effort that prom- 
ises its enlargement, expansion and improvement. 



W e are gratined to state, is still in vigorous operation with a 
fair prospect of abundant success. Through the untiring energy 
of its worthy President, Dr. A. L. Hamilton, assist^ by his 
corps of competent teachers, this Institution has already attained 
a degree of eminence, that commands public respect and confi- 
dence. 

During the past year the College buildings have been well 
fitted up, so that they are now both comfortable and handsome. 

About 100 pupils are now in attendance, a good number of 
whom, (the daughters of ministers) have their tuition free. 
Situated in the beautiful and healthy town of Cuthbert, Ga., hav- 
ing an almost exclusive claim to the patronage of a large and 
wealthy section of country, and thoroughly religious in its tone. 
Your Committee believe it to be doing a good work not onlv 
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EDUCATION OP YOUNG MEN FOR THE MINISTRY. 

There is another branch of this subject which has claimed the 
attention of the Committee. We feel that the Church must 
adopt measures to educate those worthy young men, imperfectly 
educated, whom God calls to the ministry — at least to give them . 
advantages for obtaining a thorough training in the use of their 
mother tongue — if no more. To this end, the Committee recom- 
mend the following plan : 

1. Eaisea Board of Education which shall be charged with the 
duty of raising funds from year to yea^, by the aid of preachers 
and otherwise, to educate young men for and in the ministry. 

2. The Board shall select the beneficiaries of the Conference — 
the applicant to come recommended by the quarterly confer- 
ence of the charge in which he is a member, with a written 
statement of his qualifications and character, and of the amount 
of aid he may need ; or if he be a probationer in the Annual 
Conference the vote of the Conference shall direct their action. 

3. The funds to be used for this purpose shall be derived from 
contributions from the Church' at large, obtained in such way 
as the Conference may direct, or the Board from time to time 

devise — they proceeding at once to accumulate a fund for future ; 

use. 

4. ’The Board shall adopt measures to Interest the District- 
meetings in this scheme, and endeavor to obtain within each 
District, money enough to educate at least one young man an- 
nually. 

5. The Board shall make an annual report in detail of all 

their actions to the Conference. * J 

With these recommendations, the Committee close their re- 
port — all of which is respectfully submitted. Adopted.

The Executive Com- | 

mittee has met and adopted a series of questions, to be answered ^ 

by the friends of applicants for the benefit. | 

By the law of the Conference the applicant must be “recom* i 

mended by the quarterly conference of the charge of which he \ 

is a member, with a written statement of his qualifications and | 

character, and of the amount of aid he may need.” I 

In order to bring out the facts proper to be known, the appli- 
cant is required — 

1st. To write himself to the Committee, stating in full his 
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religious history and experience, and his convictions on the 
subject of preaching. 

2d. Either he or his friends must give information — 

1. As to parentage, age, name in full. Church at which he is 
a member, and P. O., etc. 

2. How far is he advanced in his studies ? 

3. Is there a good and suitable school convenient to his resi- 
dence ? 

4. Can his friends or parents give him any pecuniary aid ; and 
how much a year ; and with how little aid yearly from the Board 
can his education be carried forward ? 

5. Any other information that he or his friends can give that 
may help the Executive Committee to form a correct judgment 
in the premises should be furnished. 

The Committee can do nothing without funds. At the Con- 
ference several brethren promised to raise money for this object 
during the year. Let them collect and forward early. We beg 
that the Presiding Elders and preachers of the South Georgia 
Conference take this thing in hand, bring the subject before 
their quarterly conferences and District-meetings, seek out pious 
and gifted young men, raise money and forward it to the Com- 
mittee, 50 that they can begin their work without delay. 

Members ofthe Church who wish to aid in this enterprise and 
to see young men properly educated for the ministry, are solic- 
ited to contribute to this fund. Each may help a little ; and 
many small gifts from a great number will do as much, or more, 
than larger sums from a few persons.

DISTRICT MEETINGS. 

The Committee appointed to consider certain papers relative 
to the organization and duties of District-meetings beg leave to 
submit the following Report : 

Whereas, The late General Conference adopted a plan of Lay 
representation in the Annual and General Conferences, and 
empowered each Annual Conference to devise its own plan for 
the election of Lay delegates from the several Presiding Elders’ 
Districts of the same ; therefore, 

Resolved, That this business shall be transacted by District- 
meetings, to be constituted as follows : 

1. A meeting of all the traveling and local preachers and one 
delegate from every congregation, and two delegates from each 
quarterly conference within the respective stations, circuits and 
missions of each Presiding Elder’s District, shall be called 
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annually by the Presiding Elder thereof, at such times as he 
shall specify for the meeting. 

2. In l-he absence of a Bishop, the Presiding Elder of the Dis- 
trict shall preside in the meeting ; and in the absence of both, 
the meeting shall elect its own presiding officer. 

3. The meeting shall elect a Secretary to keep a record of the 
proceedings of the body, and to his office the duties of Treas- 
urer shall be appended. 

4. It shall be the duty of the District-meeting to adopt such 
measures for the advancement of all the interests of the Church 
in its bounds as it may deem best, consistent with the laws of 
the Church, according to an order of business to be adopted by 
itself. ^It shall also appoint the place of its own meeting. 

5. It shall also be the business of each District-meeting to 
elect, by ballot, four delegates to the Annual Conference : Pro- 
vided, that no traveling preacher, who has a vote in the Annual 

' Conference, shall vote on this question in the District-meeting. 

Adopted.

We sympa- 
thize with the agent in his desire to relieve it of debt, and we 
recommend our ministers and people to co-operate with him in 
such plans as he may devise to accomplish that object. 

The Sunday School Visitor is conducted with ability and is 
worthy of a welcome anywhere. We recommend it to the pat- 
ronage of our schools and Methodist families. 

The Christian Advocate of Nashville has been nobly sustained- 
We rejoice at it. The central organ of the Church should find 
friends and patrons in all our Conferences. To those who desire 
a religious weekly, in addition to the Southern Christian Advo- 
cate, we recommend this ably conducted and well sustained 
paper. 

The Committee invite particular attention to the condition 
and prospects of the Southern Christian Advocate as exhibited 
in the Eeport of the Publishers. The importance of this paper 
to the Church in the four Conferences which patronize it, is too 
well known to be dwelt upon. It is a bond of union between 
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aocieties far separated by space ; a promoter of harmony of feel- 
ing and unity of purpose, and a conservator of organic action in 
every department of the work. No interest of the Church in 
any district, or circuit or station or mission or family, no mat- 
ter how eloquent and industrious the preacher or how pious the 
people, can be prosperous or receive just attention or wise direc- 
tion, except where the light it brings and the knowledge it im- 
parts give energy and shape to the work. In the hands of chil- 
dren it is a guide to good and a defence against temptation ; to 
the pious member it is a pastor; with the steward an invaluable 
oo-worker, and to the preach'er an assistant in all the good offi- 
ces to which he is called. It is not creditable to our Church 
of one hundred thousand members in the patronizing Confer- 
ences, that now, after two years of incessant urging, the publish- 
ers are in advance to it nearly two thousand dollars ; that, too, 
from a slender capital and with no present prospect of its being 
less in debt for a year to come. They have cheerfully borne 
this burden thus far, but it is not becoming in us to allow them 
to bear it longer. 

Resolved, That we will renew our efforts to extend the circu- 
lation of the Southern Christian Advocate, and that our efforts 
will not cease until it is relieved of debt and put on a footing of 
unembarrassed usefulness. Adopted.
